DUMBFOUNDED RED MEN, 


The Navajo Indians of Northeastern 
Arizona, have been introduced to the 
vitascope, and their wonder has been 
as though the day of resurrection had 
come. The dead have been seen to 
walk, and out on the great red sand- 
stone plain, the white man’s magic has 
bro t the “fire wagon” and has ar- 
rayed armies of soldiers that came un- 
seen, and that vanfshed into the night. 
August is a holiday time with the 
Navajos. During the, month are held 
many of the ceremonials of rejoicing, 
and there is done much of the intertri- 
bal visiting with the Moquis, Yava- 
Supais and Apaches, visiting that is 
both for pleasure and for the barter of 
blankets and melons, The Snake Dance 
of the Moquis is attended yearly by hun 
dreds of solemn Navajos, who have no 
sneers for the mummeries of the hill- 
top people, but are willing to concee 
that the ceremonial is ‘good medicine” 
in the rainmaking line. In August the 
Indian traders usually give their treats. 
great entertainments combining the 
feature of a wild west show and a bar- 


ecue. 
This year the most Important of the 
“treats” was at Volz’s store, at “The 
Lakes,” 17 miles north of Canon D'abio 
Station, on the Sante Fe Railroad. It 
.was here the untutored red man was 
shown the greatest marvel of the cen- 
tury’s closing decade, An enterprising 
Chicago photographer had brought h's 
kinetescopve outfit to Wolpi to catch the 
details of the snake dance. He had 
been there the year before and though 
he seemed to have had voor success in 
' the Moqul villages, had caught the 
| Navajos at their sports at Volz’s. This 
year, on the plain behind the store, on 
a canvas screen, he exhibited his mov- 
ine pictures before an assemblage of 690 
agitated aborigines. 

As the Empire State Express rrow 
| from a pin-noint in the distance, till it 
filled the frame, seemingly rushing 
down upon the, crowl. the Indians 
gasped in unison and would have fied 
| hed net the internreter reassured them. 
The march past of soldiery was some- 
thing that most ef them had seen, but 
the exhibition drill of the Kansas City 
Fire Devagtment was an uncanny mvys- 
| tory, But the climax came when the 
the pictures taken on the same spot the 
preceding year were reproduced. Most 
of the Indians had been present when 
| the pictures had been taken. Many of 
them almost shrieked when they saw 
themselves in action, as they were in 
the chicken-puling contest, and in the 
| races of last August. Last year a pop- 
ular clerk, since gone away, has care- 
lesly walke1 across the instrument's 
field. The Indians shouted as they saw 
him again on the canvas. Real enthu- 
siasm.was causcd bv the passare 
; across the screen of the trader's well- 
known Iittle dog. Among the friends 
recognized, a number had died during 
the winter in the smallpox evidemic. 
| When the entertainment was over, the 
Indians crowded around the screen, 
feeling the canvas and rubbing their 
cheeks uvnon it. chatering noisily in 
their amazement.

CARROT SOUP.—After scraping six or eight 
large carrots cut off the red parts and place them 
ina stewpan. S.ice two onions, cut up one head of 
ceJery and quarter of a pound of raw ham and 
put them in with the carrots and add one table- 
spoonful of butter, Cover and simmer over the 
fire for 10 minutes, then add the one quart of 
stock and simmer till the vegetables are tender, 
Drain the vegetables, pound them in a mortar, 
put them in with the stock and add another 
pint. Strain this through a fine sieve, put into a 
stewpan and bring to a slow boil, then skim off 
the fat and let it simmer for half an hour. When 
Teady to serve, aud a gill of cream, a little sugar 
and some salt and pepper. 

LAMB OR MUTTON CUTLETS, BREADED, 
WITH CHEESE.—Trim your cutlets, remove su:

CARROTS WITH FINE HERBS.—Wash and- 


scrape three large carrots, cut them into thick 
slices, put them in a saucepan with some salt 
and water and boil until they are tender, Put 
a small lump of butter into a saucepan, place it 
over the fire until melted, then put in a finely 
chopped onion and tors it about until it ts 
browned. Pour a pint of water over the onion 
and boil it for five minutes; drain the carrots and 
put them in with the onion, and add one or two 
dessertspoonfuls of. chopped parsley and boil for 
three or four minutes. Remove the carrots from 
the fire and squeeze in the juice of half a lemon 
and season to taste with salt and pepper. Turn 
the stew into a hot dish and garnish with crou- 
tons of dried bread.

APPLES WITH RICE.—Boil half cupful of rice 
with a saltspoon of salt in milk till tender; 
sweeten to taste, drain it, if milk is not all ab- 
sorbed; press into a basin, smooth it over the 
top. When it has’ cooled enough to hold the 
form, turn it on to a fist dish. This will bes 
focle and should be about 1% or 2 inches high, 

Pare and core as many apples as will stand on 
“sey of the socle, boil them slowly till tender in 
sugar and water; remove them before they lose 
shape. Boil the sugar and water down to & 
thick sirup, arrange. the apples on top of the 
rice and pour over them a little of the thickened 
sirup, then fill the center.of each apple with 
whipped cream, place a candied cherry on each 
one and a pointed piece of angelica between 
each apple.

CAPON.—Take a fair capon or a tender and 
fat young chicken and boil. him by himself with 
a little oatmeal, Take mutton broth, half pint 
of white wine,, a bundle of herbs and a whole 
mace; season it with verjus; put martow, dates, 
season it with sugar, then take preserved lemons 
and cut like bacon and, with a larding pin, 
lard it in. Then put capon in a deep dish, 
thicken the broth with almonds, pour over the 
capon and serve. 

SUGARED FLOWERS,—Boil some sugar to the 
crackling degree. If, when a fork is dipped into 
the pan, it throws off the sugar as fine as threads 
when taken out, it is ready, and the flowers may 
be put in. Rub the inside of some teacups with 
table oil and put into each cup four tablespoon- 
fuls of the flowers and sugar. Let these stand 
until cold, turn them out and serve piled up one 
on top of another.

Boll in a separate 
pot greens cr cabbage toeat with it; also 
parrnips and potatoes, Peas pudding is 
a frequent acecmyaniment to rick.ed 
pork, and is very gentrali, likkd, To 
make a smal] pudding have ready a 
quart: ‘of dried split peas, which have 
been soaked all night in coid water.

to swell) and boil them slowly till they 
are tender, Drain them and rub them, 
through a colander or a tieve intoa deep 
dish, reason them with peprer and salt, 
and mix \ith them an ounce of butter 
and two beaten eggs. Beat all well to- 
gether ti!l thoroughly mixed. Dip a 
clean cloth In hot water, sprinkle it with 
flour, and put the pudding into it. Tie 
it up very tightly, leaving a small space 
between the mixture aid the tying (as 
the pudding will still swell a little) and 
boil it an sur longer, Serve with the 
pork. 


MARIE LOUISE FRITTERS. 

Scald one cupful of milk and let it cool; 
when luke warm add one-half of a 
yeast cake, which has been dissolved in 
two tablespoonfuls of warm water. 
Measure one “quart |of sifted flour, and 
from it take sufficient to make a drop 
batter. Beat well and set aside until 
light. Add the remainder of the flour, 
four tablespoonfuls of butter, melted, 
six eggs, weil beaten, one-half of a cup- 
ful of sugar and one-half of a cupful of 
finely chopped almonds. Knead fora 
few moments, and set away to rise. 
vv aseu light push down with the fingers;

: on a floured board, roll out quite thin, 


and cut in circles with a two-inch cut- 
ter. Spread one-half of the circles with 
any firm jelly and cover with the re- 
maining circles, pressing them lightly 
together, Cover witha floured cloth and 
let stand until light. Drop a few ata 
time into a kettle of hot fat, drawing the 
kettle aside, that they may not cook 
too quickly. When brown, drain and ro}! 
im powdered sugar. 


CLAM SOUP. 

Select fine; large, plump clams, and 
after chopping them finely add the liquor 
to the meat. To every dozen allow a 
Quart of cold water, and putting meat 
liquor and water ina clean vessel, alow 
them to simmer gently (but not boil) 
about one and a half hours. 
ticle of meat should be so well cookea 
that you seem to have only a thick broth, 
season to taste and pour into a tureen 
in which a few slices of well-browned 
toast have been placed. If desired, to 
every two dozen of clams allow a teacup- 
ful of new milk and one egs. Beat the 
egg very light, add slowly the milk, beat 
hard a minute or so, and when the soup 
is removed from the fire, stir the egg and 
milk into it. 


BAKING POWDER BISCUIT. 

Mix and sift two cups flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, and one tea- 
spoonful salt. Work in one-half table- 
spoonful each of butter and lard with 
the tips of the fingers; add gradually 
three-quarters of a cup liquid (milk and 
water, equal parts). Toss out on a 
floured board, and pat and roll lightly to 
one-half inch ¢: thickness; shape? witha 
biscuit cutter, first dipped in flour. Place 
on a buttered tin, and bake ina hot oven 
from 12 to 15 minutes. 


BROILED SAUSAGES WITH FRIED 
APPLES. 

Separate a string of sausages and 
prick each one with a steel fork several 
times, Place in a broiler over a dripping 
pan and bake ina hot oven until well 
browned. Drain on coarse brown paper. 
Place the fat in a frying pan and fry 
the apples that have been pared and 
cut into half-inch slices.

THE WINTERS SL PPLY. 

‘We are now apprcaching the season of 
the year when the head of the family 
consults with his' good wife as to the 
supply to be laid in for winter use, Un- 
der wise anager-.ent this is the proper 
thing to do, but the Wisdom or foolish- 
ness of it depends largely on whether 
the conditions will justify the action. 
There is no wisdom in buying, for in- 
@tance, a wister’s supply of apples, po- 
tatoes, etc, if the cellar is not such as to 
keep them intact from cold and wet, or if 
the fruit and vegetables are sure to de- 
cay before they can be utilized, 

But if you have a good cellar yeu 
should lay ina winter’s stock, and I. de- 
Sire to suggest some additiong to the 
usual list, as I have found from obser- 
Vation it exists in most American house- 
holds 

Potatoes, apples and ya are all 
right and ehould, of course, be included, 
but they aie not all the vegetables de- 
sirate. In few easterm larders have I 
moted a supply of carrots. Ask the 
housewife why is this so and the answer 
will come, “Why, we never put in car- 
rots.” And why not, pray? Next to the 
Onion the carrot ig the friend of the 
cook. No siew or soup ean be properly 
made without this vegetable, and neariy 
all ragouts and dishes using up the left- 
overs require carrots to ensure good re- 
sults, Carrots are easily kept, are cheap 
in the fall, and a bushel at least should 
go into your cellar, 

The ye-‘ow turnip ig also a” 6 
vegetable to add to your stock. It, too, 
can be used in many dishes thateconomy 
will suggest and should not be slighted. 
Give it a place beside the carrot bin. 

Peppers, the small red or Chill pepper 
preferred, should) also be placed in 
stock, The use of paprika, black pepper, 
or even tobasco sauce, will not fill the 
place of the red pepper that can be 
bought in the fall and kept for winter 
use. A nice way to Preserve them ig to 
put them into a brine made of fine salt 
and water. Try it and you will not omit 
them hereafter. 

Some day when at the market take 
home with you a string of garlic and 
hang it up in some dry plage for future 
use, Top much garlic is am abomina- 
tion, I admit, but a little (a clove or two 
cf it) in a soup or stew gives a flavor 
that you will get in no other way, No 
high-class clef will do. without it, and 
Wwe ai] wish toaimat the results they ob- 
tain, 

Of pickles, preserves, relishes and 
jJeliles we can only say a word, All are 
eseential to a pleasant winter, and every 
good housewile will put in an abundant 
supply. No one of them need be expen- 
sive, unless the time consumed In pre- 
paring them is very valuable, and they 
will appear wcith their weight in gold 
later on. 

In fact, now is the time to make tr 
winter an enjoyable one so far as the 
table is concerned, if you are to regard 
econcmy as essential. As a stitch in 
time saves 1:jne, 80a few dollars invested 
wisely now will save many before the 
spring days return, 

While on the subject of economy, Jet 
me ask why American families in the 
north and east do not regard more high- 
ly the use of buttermilk. In the south 
and southwest buttermilk is most highly 
esteemed, credited with medicinal prop- 
erties, and a most frequent visitor on 
every table. Not only do {he southerners 
drink buttermiik, but they serve it in 
jellies and pies, and it is delicious. 

Try a quart of buttermilk in this way 
and be convinced. Place it ina granite 
kettle and boil, stirring to avoid curdling 
in lumps, and mix in enough rice flour, 
previously moistened, to make a soft 
mush, Beat in the yolk of an egg while 
hot and pour in molds, Serve very cold 
with cream. 

Buttermilk pie is made like a custard 
pie, the only difference being the sub- 
stitution of buttermilk for sweet milk 
and adding to each cupful a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch,

‘Opening at Phillips. ’ 


‘ 


Phillips Academy reopened ‘Thursday 
morning, entering into its 1Zund year of 
life, with a school numbering, nearly the 
same as usual at the beginning of the 
school year, The class of 1903 is a 
large one, however, with a membership 
not, far from 150, which makes a prom- 
ising outlook for the year’s prosperity. 

‘The faculty refaains about the same 
this year as last with the exception that 
Alfred E, Stearns has taken ‘theodore H. 
Bacon's place as instructor in History, 
still remaining athletic director of the 
school. 

Dr. Bancroft begins on the 27th year of 
his principalship at the Academy, while 
Mr. McCurdy commences his 27th year 
as mathematical instructor. Nearly all 
of the faculty have spent part or the en- 
tire summer out‘of town and many have 
just returned to resume their labors for 
the ensuing nine motths. 

Work is being pushéd as rapidly as 
possible on the new Bancroft dormitory 
on Phillips street but it,is not probable 
that it will be completed to be used 
during the present. school year. ‘Two 
of the old Commons buildings have been 
torn down, the first in both the Latin 
and English Commons, and the result is 
a much improved appearance to the sur- 
roundings. 

Men have been at work preparing the 
campus for the football season. , Loads 
of dirt have been carted to cover up the 
board walk near the goal posts on the 
east side of the field, which now runs 
almost due east and west.

‘two weeks~.ago last ~Thursday. the 
gang of laborers was taken out of the 
urenches and the Saturday following 
practically closed up everything for 1809. 

‘Lhe sewer. was begun in July 1808 and 
work continued through five months 
until November when part of the system 
was in -operation, The contractors. for 
the sewer construction in ’98 were the C, 
H,'Eglee Construction Company and the 
total sum appropriated for the year’s 
work was $50,000, ‘The filter beds near 
the Boston & Maine railroad tracks and 
| Lawrence line were entirely iinished 
| only a short time ago so that now. it can 
be rightfully said that the sewer is an 
actuality. 

At the last town meeting in March of 
this year, $30,000 was appropriated to 
extend the system on the hill and in 
other sections of the town. The work 
of construction was awarded to the same 
firm of contractors but as the firm later 
dissolved partnership, the work was 
undertaken by one of its members, L. N. 
Farnham, Work was begun in May and 
i} continued until the first week in Sep 

tember, about four months, 

During the entire nine months, the 
sewer commissioners for the first five 
months and the board of public works 
for the last four, have labored unceas- 
ingly to obtain the best possible results 
from the system and it can safely be 
stated that all the work is well done, the 
pipes carefully laid, joints tight, insur- 
ing a small leakage, and the streets well 
rolled to their former state of eveness. 

In 1898, the work was conducted under 
the surveillance of a board of engineers, 
McClintock & Woodfall, of Boston, but 
‘this year the construction was under the 
direction of John E. Smith, Superintend- 

ent of Public Works who has watched 


the work very carefully. 

_Nearly all the residents may well 
heave a sigh of relief to think that every- 
thing is once more in a state Of ‘tran- 
quility and they are gainers by the neces- 
sary system of sewerage without which 
a thickly settled town can never be safe 
from dread diseases.

The 
sergeant writes substantially as fol- 
lows: 

Rampart City, Alaska, Aug. 9, 1899. 

“IT am on the banks of the Yukon river 
in one of the best cities here, as cities 
go in this part of the country. About 
300 log cabins, 6 land shacks and a few 
tents comprise the dwellings and the 
population numbers about 300. The 
mining claims are about two miles dis- 
tant. There are two Indian encamp- 
ments across the river from here and 
the constituents are about the filthiest 
people I ever saw. They live mostly on 
fish and what they can procure from 
the company stores. They make good 
pilots on the river and receive $10 per 
day. I am stationed here with an offi- 
cer and 14 men, and we expect to re- 
main a year. It is nice weather here. 
The sun sets a little after 10 o'clock at 
night. This place is about 700 miles 
from St. Michael's, and in the winter 
the mail comes overland, but not very 
often at any time, It gets very cold in 
winter at this place, the mercurv drop- 
ping to 60 degrees below zern, We have 
} about four months summer and eicht 
months winter. Not many are getting 
rich here as wages and board are verv 
high, Wages are paid at the rate of 
The and $1 per hour, and board is from 
$3 upward per day. We get no fresh 
vegetables whatever. and only °*meat 
that is killed here, for which we pay 50 
cents per pound. Our food consists al- 
most entirely of canned goods and the, 
men are sick of it alreadv. We have 
two citizens in the hospital who are {ll 
with scurvy. There is a doctor with us 
and he gives free services. TI am get- 
ting tired of the place already and have 
been here only eight days. There is 
nothing to see as the town ts merely a 
| collection of shacks and there is no 
, Street.”

Tapley, chairman of 
the fair committee, who briefiy intro- 
duced Hon, James O, Parker, also a 
past grand of the lodge, who made the 
address of welcome in his usual affable 
manner.

The new Odd Fellows building is one 
of the finest structures in the town of 
Methuen and would be a decided orna- 
ment to any community. It ‘is 
outcome of persistent effort on . the 
part of members of Hope lodge. The 
building of a new hall had been dis- 
cussed more or less for the past 20 
years, but not until the beginning of 
1898 did the project take shape. At that 
time it was learned that the lot of land 
where now.the block is situated and 
which certainly seemed qne of the most 
eligible sites in town, could” 
el at what seemed a fair\price and.the 
lodge after making an investigation of 
the matter voted to do so. Soon after 
a meeting of members of the lodge it 
was voted to form an association, A 
preliminary election resulted in the 
choice of John S. Tapley, Edwin J, Cas- 
tle, Wilbur J. Locke, George M. Colby 
George W. Copp, Daniel T. Saunders 
and Fred M. Swain, all except the last 
beine past grands of the lodge, as di- 
rectors of the association and their 
election was ratified after the charter 
was obtained.

A petition for a charter was forwarded 
to the Massachusetts commissioner 6f 
corporations, and on May 11, 1898, the 
charter was granted. Plans and spec- 
ifications were at once prepared, the ar- 
chitect being George G. Adams of Law- 
rence. The contract for the building, 


‘the title of the land in the meanwhile 


having been transferred from the lodge 
to the. association, was awarded to Al- 
bert S. Lang of Lawrence, the masonry 
and brick work being sub-let to Pea- 
body & Pike, and the.painting to Mur- 
ray & Widdop. Early in October ground 
was broken for the foundation and be- 
fore the end of the month work was be- 
gun on the bricklaying. The result of 
the labors of the several co ntractors 
speaks for itself as it has been repeat- 
edly remarked by those who are in a 
position to know that no finer Odd Fel- 
lows building exists in the state. 

The building is situated in Exchange 
square, It is built of brick and trimmed 
with limestone and is four stories in 


/height. At the main entrance there are 


four imposing stone columns, — sur- 
mounted by a spacious balcony... The 
postoffice occupies quarters on the first 
floor on which there are also two stores, 
The second floor is divided into seven 
offices and a small lodge room.
